Didsburians wait in multi-purpose 
room into the wee hours before 
hearing of a winner

After the polls came in from other municipalities, and even 
Calgary and Edmonton, the results finally came in from Dids¬ 
bury. 

Before people went to the polls it was already determined 
that there would be a new mayor as Ray Lea decided to step 
down after multiple terms, and a new Council as new faces 
came into the fray. 

Dorothy Moore is Didsbury’s new mayor as she collected 
814 votes. That total was enough to defeat Gordon Quantz, 
the veteran councillor, who received 449 total votes. 

Cheryl Dahl (905 votes), Clem Kuelker (1,022 votes), Harry 
Penner (778 votes), Don Watt (824 votes), Judy Kaupp (860) 
and Gary Dolha (843 votes). 

Peter Versluys was edged out of his Council position re¬ 
ceiving 745 votes. The number of voters was up significantly 
from the last election, but percentages were unavailable at 
press time. 

Moore, the incoming mayor, said she was tired after the 
long wait, but took little time in thanking all of those who 
put their names forward in the election. When asked about 
her win Moore said, “I don’t know why the people voted the 
way they did. I think they thought that I would listen to them.” 

Moore acknowledged the high voter turnout and urged 
Didsburians not to stop participating in the political process 
now. She said that she is currently planning an informal meet¬ 
ing that rate-payers are welcome to attend so they can give 
some direction and share some concern with the new mayor 
of Didsbury. 

“I am very pleased that people came out to vote. They have 
seen our freedom at risk with the recent world situation. De¬ 
mocracy is something that we need to treasure. 

“It’s not just my victory. There were so many people that 
played such a big part.” 

Immediately following the announcement of who would be 
mayor, Quantz immediately congratulated the new mayor. 

Quantz also thanked the scrutineers that took almost four 
hours to get the final totals out to the people who were anx¬ 
iously waiting.

In a record turnout of vot¬ 
ers, the electorate overwhelm¬ 
ingly spoke. 

About 50 per cent of eligible 
voters emerged from the wood¬ 
work to participate in this mu¬ 
nicipal election. 

Incumbent mayor, Norma 
Duncan was voted in for a 
seond term by a landslide 1713 
votes, while runner up Don 
Fritz scraped by with 626. 

In an interview from her 
home, where she was having a 
celebratory party, Duncan said 
she was thrilled to hear the re¬ 
sults. 


The new Mountain View 
County Council will be a mix¬ 


ture of old and new faces. And 
some races may be subject to 
a recount as one race was ex¬ 
tremely close. 

On the new Council will be 
Dave Derksen, Ron 

Richardson, Linda Burrell, 
Charlie Van Arnam and Pat 
James all won by definite 
margins. 

Reeve Ian Harvie has 
fended off his seat for now 
defeating John Grimstead by 


four votes. A recount could be 
conducted for that seat. 

On the question of whether 
the County should go ahead 
with a new building, 75.2 per 
cent of the respondents stated 
no. 

In total 3,181 ratepayers 
voted on the controversial 
building issue. 

Every polling station re¬ 
porting showed a majority of 
no votes.

Chinook’s Edge 
Division approves 
camera policy

Chinook s Edge School Division approved a policy that rec¬ 
ognizes the value of video surveillance systems and monitor¬ 
ing activity on school premises and school buses and its use 
of maintenance of order, safety and discipline within the school 
setting. 

The policy, which sets out guidelines where cameras could 
be set up, who will have access to recorded video, and how the 
video will be used, was approved by the board at the Oct. 10 
regular meeting. 

Board Chair Roy Brassard said some rural schools like Mid¬ 
way and Reed Ranch have had problems with security and 
cameras would be an added measure to help combat the prob¬ 
lem. He said because the schools are located in remote areas 
they are vulnerable to vandalism. 

In the cases of school buses, the cameras would be used to 
monitor students. Brassard said it is difficult for a driver to 
isolate a problem while driving with a large number of stu¬ 
dents on board. 

"Sometimes it takes just one child to create a problem and 
sometimes the problem becomes hard to correct." 

Brassard said at this point in time he doesn't know how 
many cameras will be used under the policy. He said not all 
buses will have cameras installed in them and the result of a 
camera will likely be at the request of a driver or the decision 
of a committee. 

Under the policy cameras will only be positioned in areas 
outside school buildings where it is necessary to protect ex¬ 
ternal assets or to provide for the personal safety of individu¬ 
als on school premises and buses. 

Surveillance cameras located internally shall not be directed 
to look through windows to areas outside the building, un¬ 
less necessary to protect external assets or insure the per¬ 
sonal safety of patrons or employees. Cameras shall in no event 
be directed to look through the windows of adjacent build¬ 
ings. 

Cameras will not be allowed in areas where the public has 
a reasonable expectation to privacy, such as washrooms and 
change rooms. 

Only individuals authorized by the school principal, in ac¬ 
cordance with the policy, shall have access to video monitors 
or be permitted to operate the controls. 

Notification of the cameras to the public will be expressed 
with signage and will include the area that is under surveil¬ 
lance and the hours during which surveillance is conducted. 

Videos can be used by the Board or administrators as evi¬ 
dence in disciplinary action but may also be used for proceed¬ 
ings relating to law enforcement and research. 

Video recordings may be released to third parties or appli¬ 
cants in conformance with the provisions contained in the 
Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act of Al¬ 
berta. 

The effectiveness of video surveillance operations shall be 
reviewed on an annual basis by the principal. 


TOWN COUNCIL 

Lockers at Didsbury 
Aquatic Centre need to 
be replaced 

Town Council has endorsed the Community Lottery 
Board application for the installation of plastic lockers 
in the aquatic centre in 2003 that will cost approximately 
$64,000. 

The Complex has received many enhancements over 
the past few years through reserves and grant funding. 
Of all the projects that have been reviewed for the Com¬ 
plex for enhancement, maintenance or repairs, the lock¬ 
ers at the aquatic centre have become a priority. 

The current metal lockers, which are nine years old, 
are deteriorating because of corrosion and rust. 

Locker replacement can be scheduled for 2003, should 
the grant funding be provided. 

The Community Services Committee, at their Sept. 17 
meeting, unanimously agreed with the recommended ac¬ 
tion for application of a Community Lottery Board grant.

TERRORISM 

Didsbury targeted by White 
Nationalists in literature campaign

Didsbury has been targeted, along with 
eight other Alberta centres, to receive litera¬ 
ture regarding the recent terrorist attacks from 
a white nationalist organization. 

Anti-Semitic leaflets were distributed in 
Didsbury during the Thanksgiving weekend, 
entitled, "Let's stop being human shields for 
Israel" by the National Alliance in Canada or¬ 
ganization. 

The sheet features quotes from Osama bin 
Laden from an interview with an ABC reporter 
in 1998. 

According to a press release from the Na¬ 
tional Alliance, nine communities in Alberta 
are targeted in the "aggressive campaign of lit¬ 
erature distribution." Beaumont, Calgary, 
Camrose, Claresholm, Edmonton, Fort 
MacLeod, Morinville and Olds were also stated 
as communities to be hit. 


The National Alliance warns Albertans 
that their province could become a target of 
"large-scale terrorism” unless Ottawa radically 
alters its foreign policy. 

Contained in the press release sent to the 
Review is an argument from the Chairman of 
the National Alliance Dr. William Pierce, that 
the reason for the Sept. 11 attacks is because 
of America's support of Israel's aggression 
against them. 

"Our lying media and our lying politicians 
in Washington will deny that, but it is crys¬ 
tal clear to anyone with eyes to see; it is obvi¬ 
ous to thinking people everywhere. The at¬ 
tack last week was not unprovoked. We were 
attacked because we support Israel financially, 
diplomatically and militarily. As long as we 
continue to support Israel we will remain a 
target for the patriots and the religious fun¬ 
damentalists of every other country in the 
Middle East. Is that what we really want to 
do?"

There is a rough road ahead. 
Make no mistake about it. 

The events of Sept. 11 hap¬ 
pened when the economy looked 
like it was on a slide and there 
have been implications on a 
world level since.

It was announced last week at 
the Chinook’s Edge regular meet¬ 
ing that Ross Ford Elementary 
and Didsbury High School could have their rennovation 
projects put on hold because of a one per cent funding freeze 
being implemented in the province. 

And at a recent Town Council meeting, MLA Richard 
Marz said that municipalities should not expect what they 
have received in the past as far a funding is concerned. He 
said there will be fewer one-time handouts and grants will 
be handed out on a slower basis. 

As the provincial and federal governments have fewer 
dollars to dole out. County Council, Town Council, 
Chinook's Edge School Board, Health Authority 5 and even 
community groups will have to manage their finances in a 
more thoughtful and creative manner. 

Local business are likely feel the brunt of the event and 
perhaps they already have. They too will have to come up 
with solutions. 

But we are lucky to be living in Alberta. While we will 
feel some of the economic slowdown, Alberta is in better 
shape than most and will receive an easier ride through the 
hard times. Gas prices are lower but our province still will 
receive revenues that other provinces have always had to 
live without. 

We have gotten through hard times before and once the 
rough waters have been conquered they will be still once 
again.

EDITORIAL 

Federal government needs to table 
a full budget before February 


Dear Paul Martin, 

I write to you today to express our funda¬ 
mental concern and profound disappointment 
that the Government of Canada has continually 
refused to table a full budget before next Febru¬ 
ary. While the world has understandably changed 
since September 11, it should be noted that eco¬ 
nomic conditions before this tragedy also war¬ 
ranted the tabling of a budget. 

Before September 11th: 

- Economic growth had slowed to its lowest 
level in six years according to Statistics Canada; 

- Unemployment had reached 1.2 r, < in August, 
the third straight month where this rate had 
risen; 

-The Federal Open Markets Committee 
i FOMC) of the U. S. Federal Reserve Board had 
already dropped its "target rate" for federal funds 
la.k.a. the U.S. prime rate) on seven separate 
occasions since the beginning of 2001 for total 
reduction of 300 basis points in eight months; 

- The Bank of Canada had already lowered 
the Bank Rate on six occasions since the begin¬ 
ning of 2001 for a total reduction of 175 basis 
points in eight months; 

- The average total CPI inflation for the five- 
month period from April to August inclusive was 
3.2^ per month; and Finance Minister Martin , 
It's Time for a Federal Budget. 

- It was estimated that the Government had 
authorized between $3 billion and $4 billion of 
new and unbudgeted expenditures for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. 

Since September 11th: 

- The FOMC of the U. S. Federal Reserve 
Board dropped its “target rate" further by an¬ 
other 50 basis points on September 17th bring¬ 
ing the total reduction to 350 basis points over 
nine months; 

- The Bank of Canada followed suit on the 
same day by dropping the bank rate by a fur¬ 
ther 50 basis points bringing the total reduc¬ 


tion to 225 basis points over nine months and 
the Bank has also pushed back its economic re¬ 
covery projection to late 2002 at the earliest; 

- The Conference Board has predicted that for 
each Y7t decline in real U.S. GDP growth, Ca¬ 
nadian export volumes will now decline by an 
equivalent amount; and 

- Two major Canadian banks now predict a 
recession for the remainder of this year and early 
next year. 

As a part of the war on terrorism, indications 
from your Cabinet colleagues point to: 

- Increased expenditures in public security (the 

RCMR CSIS, etc.); 

- Increased expenditures at Immigration, Cus¬ 
toms and Revenue and National Defence; 

- More development assistance (ODA) to Af¬ 
ghanistan and other countries in this region; 
and 

- An airline bailout package, perhaps as high 
as $2 billion. 

This list totals upwards of $5 billion. Com¬ 
bine this amount with the unbudgeted spending 
by your government already of at least $3 bil¬ 
lion and simple math yields an $8 billion figure 
which wipes out the projected $7.2 billion sur¬ 
plus for the current fiscal year. 

Your plans for an Economic Update on Octo¬ 
ber 29th are insufficient given the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. Canadians will not stand for a 
glitzy, dog-and-pony, PowerPoint driven, public 
relations exercise. 

Instead, you should gather the data and plan 
to present a full Budget document in early to 
mid-November. Fiscal leadership in this regard 
is imperative. 

Anything less will be considered by the CTF 
as a blatant exhibition of contempt for Parlia¬ 
ment and Canadian taxpayers.

So a bit of ad¬ 
vice for those who must talk 
amongst themselves about 
those battling this disease, 
please keep the talk positive.

than reduce it; the weapon is 
also more likely to be used 
against the victims than by 
them. 

It should also be noted that 
handguns are classified as pro¬ 
hibitive weapons under Bill C- 
68, the federal government's 
gun control legislation.

Town cuts MPR rates because of insurance increase 

Council given Iasi minute notice about company's decision to stop ottering liability insurance

The Town of Didsbury is 
dropping its rates of renting out 
the multi-purpose room for 
functions because users will be 
paying more for insurance. 

Town of Didsbury Policy 
1217 states that groups hosting 
events in the multi-purpose 
room that serve liquor must 
have proof of liability insurance. 
The Town has been able to pro¬ 
vide this insurance in the past 
through AON Reed Stenhouse 
for $100 per event, but the com¬ 
pany has pulled the plug on that 
option. 


On Sept. 20, AON Reed 
Stenhouse told the Town they 
would no longer provide insur¬ 
ance to them effective Oct. 1. 
The move by the insurance com¬ 
pany left the Town with rates 
and fees they could no longer 
offer, because they can't provide 
host liability insurance to the 
renter through AON Reed 
Stenhouse. 

Councillor Gary Dohla was 
upset the Town was given al¬ 
most no notice of the change 
and that something had to be 
done at the last minute to help 
remedy the situation.

ment and unprofessional on 
their part,” he said. 

Local insurance companies 
can provide this type of insur¬ 
ance but for a higher cost - $150 
per event with a maximum of 
500 persons per event. 

The Town is afraid this un¬ 
expected insurance increase 
could discourage the use of the 
multi-purpose room and have 
lowered the rental rates accord¬ 
ingly. 

To rent the room for a wed¬ 
ding, anniversary or a dinner/ 
dance with liquor cost $400 be¬ 
fore the Town dropped the rates 
and $325 without liquor. The 
new proposed and interim price

for both types of events is now 
$275. Banquets have gone 
down in price from $225 with 
liquor and $150 without to a 
$125 interim price. Cabarets 


have fallen from $325 to $225.

Local school projects may be CLOSING OUT 
affected by funding freeze ^ ww o/*

Chinook's Edge School 
Board is hoping that a one per 
cent funding freeze will not de¬ 
ter renovations planned for two 
local schools. 

Didsbury High School and 
Ross Ford Elementary have al¬ 
ready been approved for stud¬ 
ies of $100,000 each, but the 
provincial government is 
putting a freeze on some 
projects that have not been 
started to compensate for fall¬ 
ing energy revenues. 

Board Chair Roy Brassard 
said it was too early to tell if 
the Didsbury projects would be 
affected. 

"It's still premature," he said. 
"We don't have details on which 
projects will be frozen." 

Brassard said because the 
$100,000 studies have already 
been approved, the government 
may look at that as a project 
already started. 

"We are concerned. The

needs in both of those schools 
are significant," said Brassard. 
"We are hoping to hold the gov¬ 
ernment to their commitment.” 

According to the province, a 
number of steps are being taken 
to address declining revenues. 
There will be an immediate hir¬ 
ing freeze in the public service, 
all discretionary spending by 
the province is frozen and all 
ministries have been asked to 
lapse one per cent of their base 
spending for the year. 

"Provincial economic growth 
is expected to exceed the na¬ 
tional average," said Klein late 
last month during a speech in 
Fort McMurray. "In fact Alberta 
is in such good shape that the 
impact of a world recession will 


be felt far less in Alberta than 
in other parts of Canada and 
the world. So, yes, Alberta is 
in very good economic shape 
and will remain that way. But 
there are challenges caused by 
the startling, unprecedented 
events of September 11." 

Brassard said other areas of 
the school division could be af¬ 
fected by the funding freeze, but 
said it is too early to tell what 
those might be.

Chinook's Edge announces interest income funding

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision has put aside interest 
savings to renovate their 
newly purchased provincial 
building. 

The local board of educa¬ 
tion announced last week that 
$300,000 would be committed 
to the project. Currently, 
Chinook's Edge takes up a 
majority of the space in the 
building but is overcrowded. 
The purchase of the provin¬ 


cial building gives them space 
that was used by provincial 
government agencies. 

In addition to making the 
announcement at last week's 
meeting, Chinook's Edge also 
took the time to discuss how 
the building needs to be 
adapted to suit current needs. 

Board Chair Roy Brassard 
said at this time he doesn't 
know whether the $300,000 
will be too much or not 
enough for the renovations to 
the building. Chinook's Edge 
decided to purchase the pro¬ 


vincial building they are cur¬ 
rently operating in at the end 
of August. 

The building which was ap¬ 
praised for $925,000 was pur¬ 
chased for $480,000 from the 
government because Alberta 
Infrastructure took into con¬ 
sideration the $465,000 the 
school board had already in¬ 
vested into it. 

In addition to saving to im¬ 
prove their building, 
Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion also announced they 
would allocate $400,000 in

FEDERAL POLITICS 

Deficit spending on 
terrorism war 
unnecessary, says MP 


“The federal government 
can manage the costs of the 
new 'war on terrorism' with¬ 
out resorting to deficit spend¬ 
ing," says Myron Thompson, 
Member of Parliament for 
Wild Rose. 

Recently senior govern¬ 
ment officials reported that 
the government is contem¬ 
plating returning to deficit 
spending in order to deal with 
the onset of a coming reces¬ 
sion, and the increased costs 
to national security required 
in wake of the September 11 
terrorist attack in the United 
States. 

"The federal government 
must put substantially more 
resources into maintaining 
Canadians' security and doing 
our part in the war on terror¬ 
ism. 

“This is an easy initiative 
if the Liberals would just re¬ 
allocate money from low pri¬ 
ority areas to those most in 
need like the RCMP. CSIS, 
Customs and the military," 
stated Thompson. 


"Prior to September 11 the 
federal government was 
headed for a possible deficit 
due to out of control spend¬ 
ing. For months the Canadian 
Alliance joined other credible 
economists in raising the 
alarm about a potential defi¬ 
cit by 2003/04. Huge 
unbudgeted Liberal spending 
increases, plus growing weak¬ 
ness in the economy have 
been threatening taxpayers' 
hard earned surpluses. To 
suggest that the possibility of 
a deficit is the result of the 
terrorist threat is an effort to 
create political cover for their 
own fiscal irresponsibility," 
said Thompson. 

“During this time of crisis 
the RCMP CSIS and National 
Defence should be the govern¬ 
ment’s top spending priori¬ 
ties, not low-priority waste 
like corporate welfare. The 
government can manage the 
costs of war on terrorism sim¬ 
ply by getting its priorities 
straight," concluded 

Thompson.

to beef up our borders. When 
you are a cash collection 
agency instead of a law enforce¬ 
ment agency things are going 
to go a little funny. 

"Right now about 20 per cent 
of employees are students, and 
they have no training to the 
extent that requires the en¬ 
forcement of the Criminal 
Code, or enforcement of immi¬ 
gration laws. We've put these 
kids in a dangerous situation. 
This whole thing has to be re¬ 


vamped." 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Manley said last week 
that both Canada and the 
United States should increase 
border security measures. 

"I think we're going to need 
more resources on the border. 
Greater care is going to be 
taken because we have seen the 
consequences on Sept. 11," 
Manley reportedly said. 

However, Thompson said 
with military action in the Mid¬ 
dle East more and more likely, 
Canada's borders must imme¬ 
diately be made more secure. 

"I think the possibility of 
(military action) is pretty 
strong," he said. "They have the 
evidence now and they have 
convinced Pakistan and some 
of the surrounding countries 
that were wanting the evi¬ 
dence, that they probably have 
enough to go on to get him (ac¬ 
cused terrorist mastermind 
Osama bin Laden) so they are 
encouraging Afghanistan to 
give him up, but of course they 
are not going to, the Taliban, 
and they are preparing for bat- 
tle, so if you are going to get 
him, it looks like it's going to 
be by force." 

Thompson also stated he 
believes the Canadian military 
is under equipped to participate 
in a war.

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QUESTION: Don’t you think home schooling might 
negatively impact the socialization process? I don't want 
my children growing up to be misfits. 

I)R. DOBSON: Th is is the question home-schooling 
parents hear most often from curious (or critical) friends, 
relatives and neighbors. “Socialization” is a vague, dark 
cloud hanging over their heads. What if teaching at home 
somehow isolates the kids and turns them into oddballs? 
For you and all those parents who see this issue as the 
great danger of home education, I would respectfully disa¬ 
gree for these reasons. To remove a child from the class¬ 
room is not necessarily to confine him or her to the house! 
And once beyond the schoolyard gate, the options are 
practically unlimited. Home-school “support groups” are 
surfacing in community after community across the coun¬ 
try. 

Some are highly organized and offer field trips, teach¬ 
ing co-ops, tutoring services, social activities, and vari¬ 
ous other assistance and resources. There are home¬ 
schooling athletic leagues and orchestras and other ac¬ 
tivities. Even if you’re operating completely on your own, 
there are outings to museums and parks, visits to farms, 
factories, hospitals and seats of local government, days 
with Dad at “the office,” trips to Grandma’s house, ex¬ 
tracurricular activities such as sports and music, church 
youth groups, service organizations and special-interest 
clubs. There are friends to be invited over and relatives 
to visit and parties to attend. The list is limitless. Even a 
trip with Mom to the market can provide youngsters with 
invaluable exposure to the lives and daily tasks of real 
adults in the real world. While they’re there, a multitude 
of lessons can be learned about math (pricing, fractions, 
pints vs. gallons, etc.), addition, subtraction, reading la¬ 
bels and other subjects. And without the structures of 
schedule and formal curricula, it can all be considered 
part of the educational process. That’s what I’d call 
“socialization” at its best! To accuse home schoolers of 
creating strange little people in solitary confinement is 
nonsense. The great advantage of home schooling, in fact, 
is the protection it provides to vulnerable children from 
the wrong kind of socialization. When children interact 
in large groups, the strongest and most aggressive kids 
quickly intimidate the weak and vulnerable. I am abso¬ 
lutely convinced that bad things happen to immature and 
“different” boys and girls when they are thrown into the 
highly competitive world of other children. When this oc¬ 
curs in nursery school or in kindergarten, they learn to 
fear their peers. 

There stands this knobby-legged little girl who doesn’t 
have a clue about life or how to cope with things that 
scare her. It’s sink or swim, kid. Go for it! It is easy to 
see why such children tend to become more peer-depend¬ 
ent because of the jostling they get at too early an age. 
Research shows that if these tender little boys and girls 
can be kept at home for a few more years and shielded 
from the impact of social pressure, they tend to be more 
confident, more independent, and often emerge as leaders 
three or four years later. 

If acquainting them with ridicule, rejection, physical 
threats and the rigors of the pecking order is necessary 
to “socialize” our children. I’d recommend that we keep 
them unsocialized for a little longer. 

QUESTION: You have advised women in domestic vio¬ 
lence situations to “get out” immediately. Are you sug¬ 
gesting that any woman who is being beaten should take 
the same course of action? My husband has only hit me 
once in a big fight we had. Should I separate from him? 

DR. DOBSON: Your situation may represent another 
category of behavior. A man can become so enraged on a 
given occasion that he does something he is immediately 
sorry for and would never do again. That is very differ¬ 
ent from a repetitive, pathological situation. You will have 
to decide how you will deal with that exceptional situa¬ 
tion, but I would recommend that it become a point of 
serious discussion between you and him. If he hit you 
once, he can hit you again. You need to set some ground 
rules that will prevent a similar situation from recur¬ 
ring.

Health Authority 5 is gearing up for another flu 
season by offering both flu and pneumococcal vacci¬ 
nations for two weeks, starting Oct. 15. 

Influenza, or the flu, is a highly contagious, respi¬ 
ratory viral illness that is spread through the air and 
droplets shed by infected people (coughing, sneezing, 
etc.). It is much more serious than a cold. A cold usu¬ 
ally starts gradually but influenza starts suddenly. You 
may be feeling well one day and the next you may feel

really ill-too sick to do anything but stay in bed. 

High- risk people include those who are 65 years 
or older or have underlying health conditions such as i 
chronic heart, lung or kidney disease, diabetes, i 
anemia, immunosuppression, or who are residents of 
nursing homes or long term care facilities. It is very 
important for people at risk of complications (such as 
pneumonia) from influenza to get a flu vaccination 
every year. The pneumococcal vaccination is used to

prevent pneumonia and other diseases, caused by the 
streptococcus pneumoniae bacteria. People 65 years 
or older, and those who have underlying health con¬ 
ditions are encouraged to be vaccinated for pneumo¬ 
nia. This vaccination is usually only required once in 
a lifetime. If you are eligible for the pneumococcal vac¬ 
cination and have not been vaccinated with it before, 
you can get both the flu and pneumococcal vaccina¬ 
tion at the same time.

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Literacy - a family affair 


Did you know studies show that how well 
your child reads at the end of first grade can 
determine his success in school, on aptitude 
tests, and throughout his professional career?

Like the other literacy programs in our area, 
Building Blocks is offered at no cost to the par¬ 
ticipating families. The only eligibility require¬ 
ment is that the -family has at least one child 
from infant up to 12 years of age.

that on television people in third 
world countries that have nothing 
can be seen puffing on a cigarette. 

Sheridan once offered a girl $100 
if she was able to quit smoking. “She 
didn't even want to try," he said. 

To make the change from an es¬ 
tablishment that allowed smoking, to 
a smoke-free environment required 
minimal work. Signs now displaying 
the new rule have been put up and 
an advertisement was put in the Re¬ 
view to help educate customers on the 
new policy. 

So far, with the exception of two 
patrons, the response to the decision 
has been good, said Sheridan adding 
that it is too soon to tell how his 
business will be affected. 

Sheridan sees the new rules being 
implemented in other centres and be¬ 
lieves that a town such as Didsbury 
will one day have similar rules. 

"It is only a matter of time before 
everything is non-smoking," he said. 

While the restaurant has moved to 
non-smoking the lounge continues to 
allow smoking and still offeres a full 
menu.

In the past few years the pendu¬ 
lum has been swinging and society 
has become more and more sensitive 
to the keeping the air free of cigarette 
smoke. 

The debate has risen in many mu¬ 
nicipalities and in some Canadian cit¬ 
ies debates have been sparked about 
the rights of non-smokers and the air 
they breathe and the right of busi¬ 
ness owners and restrictions put on 
their establishments. 

But for one local business, the 
choice was easy to make and rules 
and regulations were not a part of 
the decision. 

The Didsbury Inn Restaurant has 
made their entire dining room non¬ 
smoking. 

"There is a risk,” said restaurant 
owner Jack Sheridan. "But the advan¬ 
tages far outweigh the risks. This has 
been requested by lots and lots of peo¬ 
ple over the last two years. 

"We are trying to create a healthier 
environment. You hate to see this

kind of stuff." 

Before Sheridan made his restau¬ 
rant non-smoking there were two sec¬ 
tions separated by a partial wall. 

"Even though the rooms were sepa¬ 
rated and we had an air-intake from 
the smoking side, smoke was being 
blown into the restaurant side. There 
is no such thing as a non-smoking 
area in an open restaurant," said 
Sheridan. 

While there is a risk involved in 
losing customers that traditionally 
smoked and had coffee at the estab¬ 
lishment, Sheridan states the decision 


to make the restaurant nonsmoking 
was based solely on creating an envi¬ 
ronment that was more comfortable 
to eat a meal in. 

"A restaurant is supposed to be a 
place you can eat a meal or drink a 
beverage in." 

Sheridan said smokers still come 
into the restaurant but says they don't 
stay as long as they used to. 

"It's too bad that something the size 
of a pencil can have so much affect 
on someone," said Sheridan, who 
makes the point that the phenomenon
